The  Queen  Colony  Brooder  is  a new  and  improved  de- 
sign of  brooder  stove.  It  is  made  of  highest  quality 
iron  castings  that  will  wear  and  last  indefinitely,  and  is 
much  heavier  than  other  stoves.  More  iron  means  more 
heat  and  less  fuel. 

The  check  rests  on  top  of  the  stove  and  opens  outward 
when  fire  is  too  warm,  thus  giving  a gentle  inflow  of 
air  to  retard  the  heat.  While  the  opening  of  the  draft 
to  increase  the  fire  is  located  at  the  top  of  the  stove, 
it  opens  into  the  fire  at  the  base  through  an  opening  ex- 
tending down  the  side  to  the  bottom.  This  feeds  the 
draft  into  the  fire  from  underneath  with  no  opening  be- 
low the  hover.  (Oil  brooders  one  page  back.)
